The need for added endowments to 
maintain -the high position of the 
graduate school of the University of 
Chicago was emphasized yesterday in 
an address to prominent alumni of the 
university by Dr. Gordon, Laing. 


Dr. Laing quoted President R. H. 
Hughes of Miami college as authority 
for the statement that the University 
of Chicago’s research facilities are 
among the best in the country. Presi- 
dent Hughes, he sa#id, had sent a ques- 
tionnaire to fifty of the leading profes- 
sors in the country, asking them to 
rank the graduate schoolg. 

Dr. Laing did not quote the tabula- 
tion of the answers, but it was later 
learned that the University of Chicago 

was ranked first in eight departrhents | 
and second in four; Harvard was 
ranked first in six and second in six, 
and Columbia was first in three and 
second in six. 

Chicago was first in botany, French, 
physics, geography, geology, mathe- 
matics, sociology, and Spanish, and sec- 
ond in astronomy, education, political ; 
science, and zoology.

daily press to teach the public safety 
methods of highway transportation.

caulifiower plants are set out about 
the same time. 

Many gardeners in this section fol. 
low the practice of planting sweet 
corn about two weeks before field corn 
is put in the ground. In the latitude 
of Chicago field corn is planted about 
the middle of May, so that sweet corn 
can usually be started the first of May. 

Tender Vegetables Indoors. 

Plants started indoors or under giass 
are always tender and easily injured 
by frost. They are soft and are easily 


nipped by frosts even where they are. 


carefully hardened off in the hotbedr 
or greenhouses. Cabbages, cauliflower, 
Brussels sprouts, and kobirabi will 
stand cool weather and may be set out 
earlier than most of the tender crops 
that are started indoors. 

The tender wegetabies that are com- 
monly started indoors are eggplant, 
pepper, and tomatoes, and should 
never be put in the open garden until 
after the last frost of the season. The 
last frost date varies, but in the Chi- 
cago latitude it is usually about the 
middie of May. That is the time when 
the last seed of the tenderest vege 
tables may be sown, including the 
warm weather crops, such as cucum- 
bers, watermelons, cantaloupes, pump- 
kins, and squashes. 

Among the plants started early un- 
der glass, lettuce is an exception be- 
eause of its hardiness. Head lettuce 
must be given an early start indoors 
if it is to be matured sufficiently to 
head before hot weather. Lettuce is 
hardy enough to be started indoors; 
then set the plants in the open about 
the time the early crops are sown. 

The lettuce sted should be sown in 


place those that are killed. The iet- 
tuce seedlings will stand a lot of frost. 

In the selection of varieties of vege- 
tables for the home garden it is not 


safe to follow the commercial garden- 


er, whose object is entirely different 
from that of the grower who is produc- 
ing crops for family use. 
Horticulturists point out that culti- 
vated gardens have been made for at

Something to Remember 


It has been so many years since operetta was an impor- 
tant factor hereabouts that the problem of finding the right 
singers would seem to. be somewhat difficult. Apparently 
a new crowd will have to be trained, voices and personalities 
selected, and taught stage wisdom. It can be done, and the 
most successful example of its doing is the male chorus 07 
“The Student Prince.” Here is the largest band of its kind 
I ever saw in a light opera, about forty, and while an acquaint- 
ance grew wrathfully eloquent the other night over the differ- 
ence between their demeanor and that of the real Heidelberg 
students they were trying to portray, they can certainly sing. 
What they do with “Gaudeamus Igitur” is something to 
remember. It is enough to make any male chorus, at least any 
in this neighborhood, watch its step. As for American college 
glee clubs, they are left simply nowhere, 

This would seem to be the appointed time for those with 
good tunes under their hats to give them public expression.

IS CHASTE AND COLD

This “Virgin of Bethulia” 
originally was Henri Bernstein's 
“Judith.” Gladys Unger has made 
the adaptation and it was tried, I 
believe, in Indianapolis last sum- 
mer, and with some success. 

It is a showy thing. Judith, 
chaste and cold, hears the news of 
Holofernes’ advance with his army 
of barbarians, and seeks some way 
to save her village and hér people. 

Though she has been of a frigid 

and retiring disposition at home, 

offering no competition in the mar- 

riage mart, and having no difficulty 

at all in holding off her suitors, 
largely because there were but few, Judith saint the com- 
mon feminine beliefs that once she is content’ to forget her 
more sacred beliefs, she can stand the world of men upside 
down. 

Her supreme sacrifice, then, shall be to go personally 
and unprotected to the camp of this Holofernes, and if the 
worst come to the worst, as she suspects it may, remain 
there indefinitely as the price of Bethulia’s sal¥ation.

And so it happens. Holofernes, dark brown and hand- 
some, as Morris plays him, is not immediately intrigued by 
the pleading Judith, but she at least represents a new type. 
And in time he is greatly in love with her. Than live with- 
out her in fact, he had rather give his fevered body, and 
thereupon offers her the sword with which to accomplish the 
decapitation. 

It is the sight of Holofernes, so despairing and so heip- 
less in her, cold hands, that arouses Judith and thereafter 
she is, as you might say, a different woman. Twenty-fotr 
hours later, however, she succeeds in summoning the courage 
and strength to strike, and Bethulia is saved. Which is a 
little like taking advantage of a gentleman's hospitality. 
Still, that’s the way things happen in history and the drama. 

Miss Hoyt, being totally inadequate to the demands of 
Judith—save in suggesting her natural frigidity—makes me 
doubt the chances of “ The Virgin of Bethulia.” It has been 
staged with a fine eye to color, and the supporting cast in- 
cludes Ann Davis and Effingham Pinto. Effingham plays 
the general's masseur, anointing his employer's shanks with 
perfumed oils, on occasion.

GERMANY OPENS 
ELEVENTH RADIO 
SENDING STATION 


BERLIN, March 7.—Germany’s elev- 
enth broadcasting station was recently 
opened at Cassel, Hessen-Nassau, ac- 
cording to United States consular re- 
ports. Like the others, this station 
was constructed by the federal tele- 
graph authorities with the codperation 
of the local postoffice. 

The Cassel station will be managed 
by the Sud-West Deutsche Rundfunk- 
dienst A. G., which also runs the 
Frankfort station. The two will hp 
connected by wire, so that the Frank- 
fort program can be hegrd in Cassel 
with simple receiver sets using no bat- 
teries. For the present the Cassel sta- 
tion will transmit the Frankfort pro- 
gram with the exception of one or 
two evenings a week when it will 
broadcast independently (wave length, 
288 meters). This keeps down the costs 
of operating and at the same time 
creates business in very cheap receiver 
sets, accessories, and radio parts for 
amateur construction, the only articles 
for which there is a market in Ger- 
many at present.

What is this “ hesitant buying pow: 
er?” A definition was requested of 
Edward H. Jewett, one of the major 
capitalistic figures in the radio com- 
mercial structure.

“The ‘hesitant buying power’ rep- 
resents the sum of money ready to be 
spent by a portion of the public as 
soon as they are convinced that their 
expenditure will bring them stable 
value.
